The annual meeting of the ratepay- 
ers of the town was held in the 
Community Hall,

The secretary read the minutes of 
the previous annual meeting. 

Messrs. E. Griesbach ang LU’, Hutch- 
eson: That the minutes of the pre- 
vious annual meeting be adopted asj 
read.—Carried. 

The mayor explained that as ue 
financial statement had been mailed 
to each ratepayer ten days before the 
mecting and was a clear and compre- 
hensive statement of the town fin- 
ances he would not call in the secre- 
tary to read it over unless the rate- 
payers wished this to be cone. Ques- 
tions were invited but as everything 
appeared to be quite clear none were 
asked. General satisfaction was ex- 

* pressed with the statement. 

Messrs. W. P. Evans and W. F. Fer- 
guson: That the financial statement 
be adopted.—Carried. 

Councillor Milliken reported for the 
public works committee. 

The installation of the culvert and 
auxiliary drain pipe near the Post 
Office had cost $900.00. W. Scobie’s 
salary amounting to $222.00 had been 
charged to Public Works, This in- 
cluded weed inspection, repairs to side- 
walks and general town works, Ow- 
ing to the bad weather prevailing dur- 
ing the year very little had been done 
on the roads and it had been impos- 
sible to lay the sidewalk in front of 
Block 6. This would probably be un- 
dertaken during this year. No deci- 
sion having been arrived at regarding 
the routing of the main highway from 
Calgary to Medicine Hat it was im- 
possible to say definitely what expense 
would be incurred during the year 
in bringing the portion passing thru 
town up to the standard  requir- 
ed for main highways. W. F. Fer- 
guson suggested that the council en- 
deavor to have the portion between 
the S. W. of 18-22-22 and 7-22-22 tak- 
en over by the Blackfoot Municipal 
District as this was outside of re- 
sidental area of the town. This was 
noted for the consideration of the new 


council 
Messrs. E. Griesbach and Dr, G. I]. 
Farquharson: That the report be 


adopted.—Carried. 

In the absence of Councillor Moss 
the secretary submitted the Fire, 
Light and Police report. 

During the year there had been no 
fires. Inspection of premises had 
been carried out by the fire, chief and 
certain defective conditions ordered 
remedied. The fire equipment was in 
good condition and the hydrants ail 
in working order. Lights services 
had been pretty well maintained ex- 
cept for occasional interruptions caus- 
ed by stonmy weather. Some of the 
atreet fixtures which were causing 
trouble would be replaced during the 
coming summer. 

Dog tax collections were well up 
to normal and there had been only one 
police conviction during the year, 

Messrs. D. Hutcheson and J, E. 
Ostrander That the Fire, Light, and 
Police report be adopted,—Carried. 

The secretary also submitted the 
waterworks report, 

The water supply had been well 
maintained during the year and there 
was an adequate reserve on hand at 
all times, for fire purposes, The re- 
painting of the water tower had cost 
nearly $600.00 while leaks had in- 
volved and expenditure of $287.00 
These were the major itams of ex- 
penses. General repairs to building 
motors and well equipments amount- 
ed to $303.00 

The introduction of iron clamping 
bands for leaks had saved consider- 
able expense in effecting repairs and 
fn most cases it was unnecessary to 
ghut the water off for more than one 


The mill rate and the levies for the 
year were explained, All departments 
had kept within their estimates and 
the financial year saw the town with 
a slight increase in balances over the 
previous year. These balances would 
be absorbed during the next few 
months in taking care of the school 
requirements, 

Messrs. FE. Griesbach and J. E. 
Ostrander; That the report of the

The Health Officer and Sanitary In 
spection reports were then submitted 
These showed the generad health o} 
town to the good, only one 
case of notifiable disease occuring 
curing the year, while the gener:

Railway Mass Meeting 


Over 400 prominent residents of the 
district surrounding this centre at- 
tended the meeting at Arrowwood last 
Friday afternoon to devise steps to 
promote the building of an exten. 
sion of the C.P.R, from Arrowwood 
direct into Calgary. Mack W. Lyle 
presided and R. Moir acted as secre- 
tary. Some of those in attendance 
came in from a distance of 50 miles, 
80 great is the interest in the ques- 
tion. 

The following districts were repre- 
sented at the meeting: Arrowwood, 
Antrim, Sunset, Gleichen, Queenstown, 
Shouldice, Milo, Glenview, Majorville, 
Gladdis, Blind Creek, Buffalo Hills, 
McGregor, Mosley, Cottage, Glen Val- 
ley, DeWinton, Rocky Butte, Elms- 
dale, Liavisbourg, West Arrowwood, 
Pine Canyon, Blackie. 

The first speaker was Mr. W. D. 
Trego, who said the C.P.R. was hold- 
ing back the progress of the commun- 
ity. This community had no direct 
market for the sale of their products 
and it was utterly impossible to make 
a real mixed farming district with- 
out a direct market, 

J, Glambeck, the next speaker, 
pointed out that the railroad had been 
started from Lomond west in 1924 and 
the balance was supposed to have been 
completed in a few years, They were 
still waiting forghe compgtion. Some 
farmers were hauling grain from 20 to 
40 miles. In the first place they pay 
two cents more per bushel than farm- 
ers on the main line of the C.P.R. The 
district was very anixious to go in for 
mixed farming and they wanted Cal- 
gary for a market. In the winter time 
it was almost impossible to run trucks 
or buses to convey produce from this 
district, which resulted in the short- 
age of milk, etc., in Calgary. 

Mr. C. S. Kiddo of DeWinton, a 
member of the Wheat Pool, mentioned 
that this territory produces most pro- 
ducts in Alberta. He also said the 
C.P.R, should extend west from Ar- 
rowwood to Calgary and use the old 
C.N.R. track, 

A resolution committee was selected 
to draw up resolutions: C. C, Walker, 
W. D. Trego, J. Glambeck, C. S, Kid- 
do and J, Steir. 

The solution which passed, was as 
follows: 

“Whereas, we, the farmers and busi- 
ness men of the Bow River Valley,

The increase on freight shipped dur- 
ing the past few years included a 
quarter of a million more bushels of 
grain which would be a benefit to the 
C.P.R. but now most of this was 
shipped by express buses 
through the country, which meant a 
loss to the railways.

New Industry Has Apparently Great 
Possibilities 

A recent discovery gives promise of 
adding considerable revenue to the 
[fisheries of British Columbia, one of 
the largest industries of the province, 
which already has an annual yield 
valued at over $25,000,000. Scientists 
have found that lustrous pearls can 
| be made from an essence derived from 
|the scales of herrings, which are yery 
| Plentitul inthe North geacifie off the 
coast of British Columbia, 

Recently a plant was established at 
Nanaimo, B.C., for the manufacture 
of this essence with technical experts 
jfrom New York in charge of the op- 
jeration of the plant, which Is equipped 
to handle ten thousand pounds of her- 
jrings’ scales daily. The first shipment 
of the essence has been made to New 
| York, where it is being converted into 
artificial pearls with, it 1s said, a lus- 
tre that compares favorably with the 
hitherto incomparable product of the 
oyster.

MacInnes, vice-president in charge 
of traffic of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway; W. A. Wainwright, assist- 
ant to the chairman, with other 
officials of the railway, inspected 
the C, P, fast cargo liner “Beaver- 
burn,” which recently docked here, 
completing her maiden voyage. 


According to a report covering 
the activities of the past year of 
the Canada Colonization Associa- 
tion, a subsidiary of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, 626 families, con-
